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REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

Favorable reconsideration of this application, as presently amended and in light of the 
following discussion, is respectfully requested. 

Claims 1,3-11, and 13-28 are pending in the present application, Claims 1, 3-8, 10, 
and 1 1 having been amended, Claims 2 and 12 having been canceled without prejudice or 
disclaimer, and Claims 13-28 having been withdrawn. Support for the amendments to 
Claims 1, 3-8, 10, and 1 1 is found, for example, in the originally filed specification at pages 
29-33. Applicants respectfully submit that no new matter is added. 

In the outstanding Office Action, the title of the invention was objected to; Claims 1- 
3, and 10 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as anticipated by Schipper et al. (U.S. Patent 
No. 5,764,770, hereinafter Schipp er); Claims 1, 4-5, and 8-10 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
§ 102(b) as anticipated by Geradts et al., Methods for Identification of Images Acquired with 
Digital Cameras (hereinafter Geradts ); Claims 6 and 7 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) 
as unpatentable over Geradts in view of Chen et al., Symmetric Phase Only Matched Filtering 
of Fourier-Mellin Transforms (hereinafter Chen ); and Claims 11 and 12 were rejected under 
35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as unpatentable over Kurosawa et al., CCD Fingerprint Method- 
Identification of a Video Camera from Videotaped Images (hereinafter Kurosawa ) in view of 
Chen . 

With respect to the objection to the title, a new title is provided herewith. Applicants 
respectfully request that the objection to the title be withdrawn. 

With respect to the rejection of Claim 1 as anticipated by Schipp er, Applicants 

respectfully traverse this ground of rejection. Amended Claim 1 recites 

A data processing apparatus, comprising: 

an interface configured to receive first image data to be 
identified and second image data generated by a predetermined 
image generating apparatus; 
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a correlation detecting unit configured to detect a 
correlation between said first image data and second image 
data based on light receiving results of light receiving elements 
having distinctive variations in light receiving sensitivity of the 
predetermined image generating apparatus and to generate 
correlation data; and 

an identifying unit configured to identify that said first 
image data was generated using said image generating 
apparatus when a value indicated by an origin of the correlation 
data is greater than a predetermined number of standard 
deviations based on the correlation data. 



Schipper does not disclose or suggest every element of amended Claim 1 . 

Schipper describes an apparatus for incorporating authentication information into a 
digital image. To incorporate the authentication information, a subset of pixels is selected 
and this subset of pixels is individually altered to contain appropriate parts of the 
authentication information. 1 

Schipp er describes that authentication of the image is provided by comparing the 
position information contained in the digital frame with the putative position information that 
is asserted or is on file elsewhere. If the downloaded or displayed position information and 
the putative position information substantially agree, the corresponding digital image on that 
frame may be authenticated. 2 

Schipp er does not disclose or suggest the claimed "a correlation detecting unit 
configured to detect a correlation between said first image data and second image data based 
on light receiving results of light receiving elements having distinctive variations in light 
receiving sensitivity of the predetermined image generating apparatus and to generate 
correlation data; and an identifying unit configured to identify that said first image data was 
generated using said image generating apparatus when a value indicated by an origin of the 
correlation data is greater than a predetermined number of standard deviations based on the 
correlation data." 
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Furthermore, Geradts does not cure the above-noted deficiencies in Schipper . Geradts 

discloses a method of identifying images acquired with digital cameras. Several reference 

images are made with a camera, and the pixel defects in them are compared with those of an 

image. 3 

Geradts does not disclose or suggest the claimed "a correlation detecting unit 
configured to detect a correlation between said first image data and second image data based 
on light receiving results of light receiving elements having distinctive variations in light 
receiving sensitivity of the predetermined image generating apparatus and to generate 
correlation data; and an identifying unit configured to identify that said first image data was 
generated using said image generating apparatus when a value indicated by an origin of the 
correlation data is greater than a predetermined number of standard deviations based on the 
correlation data." 

Furthermore, Chen does not cure the above-noted deficiencies in Schipper . Chen 
merely discloses fourier-mellin invariant matching. 

Furthermore, Kurosawa does not cure the above-noted deficiencies in Schipper . 
Kurosawa merely discloses the principle of CCD fingerprinting. 

In view of the above-noted distinctions, Applicants respectfully submit that Claim 1 
(and any claims dependent thereon) patentably distinguish over Schipp er, Geradts , Chen , and 
Kurosawa , taken alone or in proper combination. Applicants respectfully submit that Claim 
1 1 recites elements analogous to those of amended Claim 1 . Applicants respectfully submit 
that Claim 1 1 patentably distinguishes over Schipp er, Geradts , Chen , and Kurosawa , taken 
alone or in proper combination for at least the reasons stated for Claim 1 .
